I. Claims 1-36, drawn to a method of ecommerce in a virtual network 
infrastructure, classified in class 705, subclass 26. 

II. Claims 37-39, drawn to a virtual network resource infrastructure, classified 
in class 700, subclass 2. 

III. Claims 40-43. drawn to a text object translation method, classified in class 
705, subclass 27. 

IV. Claims 44-48. drawn to a method of exchanging website interfaces, 
classified in class 705, subclass 27. 

V. Claims 49-50, drawn to a method of user surfing tracking, classified in 
class 705, subclass 7. 

VI. Claims 51-52, drawn to a method of customizing a website, classified in 
class 705, subclass 27. 

VII. Claim 53, drawn to a method of uploading a file, classified in class 700, 
subclass 1 . 

VIII. Claim 54. drawn to a method of displaying e-services, classified in class 
705, subclass 27. 

IX. Claims 55-57, drawn to a method of providing 3 level hosting, classified in 
class 700, subclass 2. 
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The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus can practice a substantially different method. 

Inventions I and lll-IX are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the 
particulars of the subcombination are not relied upon in the combination. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as methods usable in general internet of 
ecommerce computing independent of the combination. 

Inventions lll-IX and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process, (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus can be used to practice a substantially different 
method. 
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Inventions lll-IX are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown 
to be separately usable. In the instant case, each invention has separate utility based 
on its independent function divorced from the other subcombination functions. See 
MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
